4) Chief of Division I (Operations): Lieutensnt colonel of the General 
Staff. le is to be assisted by five officers cf the rank of major 
or lieutenant colonel of the General Staff Corps to ict as his deruty. 


5) Chtef of Division II (Intelligence): Lieutenant colonel of the General 
Staff. To be assisted by four officers ranging in rank from staff car 
tain to lisutenant colonel. 


6) Chief of Division III (Liaison): Lieutenant colonel of the Sipnal 
Corps. To be assisted by two officers of the sams service. 


7) Ghief of Division IV (Orpanization): LIdeutenant colonel of the General 
Staff. To be assisted by four other officers. 


$) Chief of Division V (0BZ, counter intellizence, nolitical orientation): 
Lieutenant colonel, preferably of the combat arns, who has taken an ad- 
vaneed political t-.inine course. To be assisted by six officers. Thig 
nucber nay be increased if special eireunstances warrant it. 


9) Chief of Corps Artillery: Lioutenant colonel of the artillery, To ba 
assisted by one adjutant and one technical specialist. 


10) Chief of Motorized Units ("autocorps')s Lieutenant colonel of the 
motorized artillery or motorized services. 
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11) Chief of Liaison Troops: The duties of this officer are to be assumed 
by the chief of Division ITI because of a shortare of officers. 


12) Chief of Corps Engineers: The duties of this officer are to be assumed 
by the commander of one of the subordinate engineer rerfinents because 
of the shortage of officers. 

b. There is no supply section at the corps level. ‘Surply matters for corrs 
headcuarters are taken care of by the supply officer of one of the subordi-~ 
nate divisions. In time of peace there are no auxiliary units directly 
under the comand of corps headquarters with the exception of one artillery 


‘regiment for counter~battery fire. This unit is equipped with Russian 152 mm. 
mins with a range of 28 kilometers.
